PROPOSED STANDARDS The County and 
FOR Regional Libra- 
COUNTY LIBRARIES ries Section 
of the Library 
Extension Division at the American 
Library Association meeting in San 
Francisco discussed the following 
standards for county libraries. 
These are proposed requirements 
for listing as a county library 
by the A.L.A. 

Mildred Sandoe and a committee 
of extension librarians approved 
the following qualifications: 

A library shall be listed as 
acounty library only if it meets 
the following conditions: 

l. (a) Gives service to all 
or the major portion 
of a county, or 
Operates under a county, 
county district, or 
regional library law. 

2. Receives at least 10 cents 
per capita income. (In com- 
puting income, include the 
actuel appropriation plus 
rentals, gifts, fines, etc.) 

5. Circulates at least 2 books 
per capita. 

4, Gives direct book service 
to rural people through the 
medium of branches, stations, 
bookmobiles, etc.

Texas scenes recollected in tranquillity might well be
